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The  Annual  Report  for  1944  is  piepared  on  the  lines  of  that 
for  1943  as  indicated  in  Circular  10/44  dated  15th  February.  1944. 

The  Sunshine  for  the  year  was  1452.36  hours  as  compared 
with  1665  6 hours  in  1943  ; the  Rainfall  25.89  inches  as  compared 
with  17.5  inches  in  1943.
